An 
average  head  of  hair  weighs  four  ounces. 
When  sufficient  hair  is  accumulated,  it 
Is  sold  to  the  hair  manufacturers,  who 
submit  it  to  a  prooeee  of  cleansing  and 
sorting  into  various  lengths  and  shades. 
It  1*  then  ready  for  the  wigmakers. 
who  buy  it  a*  they  require  it,  paying  at 
the  rate  of  20  oentAr  so  per  ounce  for 
length*  of  10  inches  to  12  inches  to  as 
many  shillings  as  there  are  inches  fur 
length*  of  36  inches  and  upward.  The 
greatest  demand  is  for  hair  from  14  to 
24  inches  in  length.  The  longest  female 
hair  an  record  is  72  inches. "

et*  hurrying  through  space.  If  star  were 
to  kn.vk  against  star  the  intense  beat 
and  fierce  fire  generated  by  the  Boor- 
moos  velocity  and  vust  momentum  of 
the  two  masses  would  be  such  as  to  pass 
human  conception. 

It  may  be  that  the  son  was  format 
the  collision  of  two  stant  The  effect  of 
two  such  bodies  attracting  each  other 
and  meeting  would  be  to  rede <4  them 
to  a  violently  agrtatsd  -gMBQgp  mass, 
which  would  oscillate,  first  inward,  pro¬ 
ducing  inconceivable  heat,  and  then  oat- 
ward  again,  ultimately  mumming  the 
condition  of  the  ran.  The  general  re¬ 
salt  would  be  that  the  two  bodies  would 
revolve  around  their  ooaiman  center  of 
gravity — that  is  to  sey,  around  each  oth¬ 
er — creating  a  doable  star.  Lord  Kel 
vin  ha*  calculated  that  if  29.000,000 
solid  globe*,  each  of  the  mass  of  tb« 
moon,  should  be  scattered  over  a  spher 
leal  surface  100  times  the  radios  of  the 
earth’s  orbit,  they  would  come  together 
and  be  raised  to  a  temperature  of 
100,000  degrees.  They  would  oscillate 
outward  and  inward,  ranching  to  a  less 
distance  each  time,  and  ultimately  set¬ 
tling  down  into  a  sphere. 

The  nebul»  we  see  around  us  may, 
Professor  Ledger  suggests,  hate  been 
produced  by  the  knocking  together  f 
two  great  bodies  rather  than  by  the  ag 
gregation  of  many  smaller  ones.  The 
collision  of  two  huge  suns  would  thus 
lead  to  rejuvenescence  and  the  formation 
of  new  systems.  Phenomena  indicating 
that  something  very  much  in  the  nature 
of  a  collision  had  occurred  ore  the  out 
bursts  of  temporary  stars  such  as  those 
observed  by  Tycho  Brahe  in  1072.  by 
Kepler  in  1604  and  those  of  )848,  1866. 
1876,  1886  and  1892,  the  last  being  the 
new  star  Anriga,  whiab  declined  through 
ten  magnitude*,  or  became  100,000 
times  leas  bright  iu  two  mouth*.  The 
great  increase  in  the  light  of  a  comet  as 
it  approaches  the  sun  may  be  due  to  a 
tidal  disturbance  in  the  bodies  forming 
it,  causing  them  to  knock  against  each 
other,  and  thus  generate  heat  and  light 
■  In  the  same  way  the  twinkling  of  the 
•tars  may  be  caused  by  the  knocks  <>t 
the  molecules  of  the  atmosphere ’flu  the 
ether,  whose  undulations  carry  theta- 
light  to  us.  The  excetti  vely  grt*>-  and 
the  exceedingly  small  are  all  interde¬ 
pendent,  and  the  past,  present  and  prob¬ 
able  future  of  nebulous  bodies  all  hinge 
on  the  relations  they  bear  to  the  knocks 
of  the  molecules  of  their  gases,  while 
the  knocks  of  immense  bodies  depend 
ultimately  00  the  knocks  of  their  const  it- 


Book  Bouiwl  la  Gold  md  Silver. 

The  only  gold  and  silver  bound,  dia¬ 
mond  inernsted  book  in  the  world  was 
lately  enshrined  In  the  holy  Mahammo 
dan  city  of  Lsnan-Rusa,  Persia.  The 
book  18  of  coarse  a  oopy  of  the  Alkoran 
and  is  a  gift  from  Abd-or-Rahman, 
ameer  of  Afghanistan.  The  00 vers  of  this 
unique  volume,  the  sides  of  which  are 
by  4  inches,  are  of  solid  gold  plates 
one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  tbickne**,  lined 
with  silver  sheets  of  the  same  thioknesa. 

The  centerpiece,  as  well  as  the  cor¬ 
ners,  is  a  symbolic  design 
diamonds,  rabies  and  psarla 
figure  is  a  crescent  with  a  st 
its  points,  the  wholB  design 
posed  of  109  small  diamonds,  187  . 
and  129  rabies.  The  diamonds  on 
ooruer,  which  are  almost  hidden 
golden  setting,  and  the  orange  colored 
lacquer  with  which  they  are  fastened, 
are  each  worth  about  (0,000.  The  book 
itself  is  on  parchment,  entirely  w  ritten 
by  band.  It  is  valued  at  $180, 000.  There 
are. said  to  have  been  over  100,000  visit¬ 
ors  present  in  Isnan-Ruza  the  day  the 
holy  relio  was  enshrined. — St  Louis

WHiTTIEH'S  BOYHOOD. 


tlom  In  Hla  Voatk. 

In  his  boyhood  Whittier  had  scant  in¬ 
struction,  for  the  district  school  was 
open  only  a  few  weeks  iu  winter.  He 
had  bat  few  books ;  there  were  scarcely 
80  in  the  boose.  The  one  book  he  read 
and  read  again  until  he  had  it  by  heart 
almost  was  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  was 
always  the  book  which  exerted  the 
strangest  literary  influence  upon  him. 
But  when  be  was  14  a  teacher  came 
who  lent  him  books  of  travel  and  opened 
a  new  world  to  him.  It  was  this  teach¬ 
er  who  brought  to  the  Whittier*  one 
evening  a  volume  of  Burns  and  read 
aloud  some  of  the  poems,  after  explain¬ 
ing  the  Scottish  dialect. 

Whittier  begged  to  borrow  the  book, 
almost  the  first  poetry  he 

ever  1 1  miT  II  9—  MliB  Hill . .  of 

Boms  which  set  Whittier 
verses  himself,  serving  both  as  the  in¬ 
spiration  and  the  model  of  hi*  earlier 
poetio  efforts.  The  Scottish  poet,  with 
hi*  homely  pictures  of  NTUfe  as  bare  and 
as  hardy  as  that  of  New  England  then, 
first  revealed  to  the  American  poet  what 
poetry  really  was  and  how  it  might  be 
made  oat  of  the  actual  facta  of  hia  own 
life.  . — - 

That  book  of  Burns’  poems  had  an 
jven  stronger  infloence  on  Whittier  than 
ihe  odd  volume  it  The  Spectator  which 
fell  into  the  bands  of  Franklin  had  on 
the  American  author  whose  boyhood  is 
most  like  Whittier’s.  Franklin  also  was 
bom  in  a  humble  and  hardworking  fam¬ 
ily,  djaing  early  bis  share  of  the  labor 
and  having  but  a  meager  education,  al¬ 
though  always  longing  for  learning.  It 
is  true  that  Irving  and  Cooper  and  Bry¬ 
ant  did  not  graduate  from  college,  bat 
they  could  have  done  so  had  they  perse¬ 
vered,  and  Emerson  and  Longfellow 
and  Hawthorne  did  get  as  much  of  the 
higher  education  as  was  then  passible 
in  America.  Bat  neither  Franklin  nor 
Whittier  ever  had  the  chance;  it  was  as 
mneh  as  they  conld  do  to  pick  np  the 
merest  element*  of  an  education.  — Pro¬
